VISITING SOUTH 
PHILIPPINE StANNS 


CAPT. EMERSON : BATES GIVES 
INTERESTING ACCOUNT OF 
TRIP 


Capt. 
of Postmaster and Mrs. M. A. Bates, 
who is stationed with the U. S. Army 
at Manila writes interesting letters 
telling of a trip to the southern group 
of Philippine Islands and Borneo. The 
first appears in this issue. Others 
will follow weekly. 


July 28, 1928 
On board “Palillo.” 
DEAR ONES:— 

You no doubt received my radio 
telling you 1 was leaving on a trip 
among the southern . Philippine  Is- 
lands and to Borneo. A week of the 
trip has gone by and here | am at 
the barrio of Liguan on Batan Island. 
Just cast of Lizon and slightly north 
of San Bernandino straits. 1 am en- 
joying a most unusual spectacle. 1 
am writing this on board the boat, 
and as IT look out the cabin door the 
sky is overcast with a reddish brown 
cloud. A 


continuous roaring and 
rumbling is in my ears. For the first 
time in. my life. I am within sight 


of an erupting voleano. Mt. Mayon 
broke loose about a month ago and 
has been more oy. less active ever 
since. We had to put in for coal at 
this barrio and consequently are near 
its activities, Tomorrow we are f0- 
ing over to Legaspi and take a rite 
around the voleano; It can be done in 
about three dr four hours and the 
captain of the boat will wait for us. 
We left Manila a week ago today 
on the revenue cutter “Palillo”, com- 
manded by Capt. Juan’ Panapio. To- 
day is our first ealm day. For seven: 
days we tossed around. At one time 
we were dodging fonr 
succeeded in getting away from all 
but the edge of one of them. Every 
night we hunted safe harbors. Despite 
the rough weather we have had quite 
a good and -interestine time. We 
touched at various places along the 
eastern coast of Mindaro and the op- 
posite shore on Luzon. We went to 
the southern tip of Mindaro, Ambu- 
long Island, then over to Romblon on 
Romblon Island. Last night we were 
at San Jacinto on Ficao Island, elav- 
ing about midnight and coming to 
our present place. All of these islands 
are of the same genera) appearance, 
high hills coming down to the share 
either roughly wooded or dropping 
lown in: sheer voleanic clitfs. Very 
few beaches except in little hays 
where the sand has washed in. 
Naturally the smaller the map, the 
fewer islands you see.

T got off a few times but ‘the smalier 
Places are all the same as I have 
seen dozens of times before. ‘The 
same Nipa huts, with staring people 
‘Jabbering in their dialect, half naked 
children running around, with he 
usual pigs, chickens and dogs  cuin- 
pleting the rest of the picture. 

Today's stop was perhaps one of 
the most interesting as we went up 
to see a native coal mine. I dan’t 
know the value of mines. but som: 
officers with me who did, said it wa 
very valuable. The seam of coal was 
twenty feet high and about thirty 
wide, It looked inexhaustible from 
ithe inside but of course J don’t know. 
‘IT suppose you had wondered whether 
‘To was seasick or not, I'll ease your 
mind and tell you that I was. Practic- 
‘ally every day I was sick. It was so 
rough at times the cots on deck would 
slide to the rails. You see we sleep 
on deck as it too hot ta go to 
the stateroom Our cots just toss 
sround like feathers. In addition it 
has rained every night and between 
the spray from the waves and the 
rain we have a rather moist time. 
However we are getting out of the 
typhoon area so expect to enjoy our- 
solves. 

Day after tomorrow 
Cebu, the largest city 
after Manila. We go 
land of Sulvag which 
the enuator, which will be my nearest 
approach to the line. This is in the 
Sulu group of islands where we will 
make several stops. one being at 
Tolo. It was at Jolo that General 
Bates made a treaty with the Sultan 
of Suiu. We will also go to Zam- 
hoange. In fact we go to every large 
island in the group except two, Samar 
and Leyte, and we pass within sight 
of them. Our stops in Borneo is 
Sandakan. Tt is a free port and is in 
British North Borneo. I notice, we 
‘ave leaving Livuan so will close this 
«hort letter. Will write more later.

WHAT IS THE MATTER WITH YE 
EDITOR! ! 


There appeared an article in the 


September 13th, 1928 issue of. the 
Crawford Avalanche, __ entitled, 
“What's the Matter With Our Sup- 
ervisors ?” 


in that article the statement was 
made that at the last meeting of the 
Board of Supervisors the question of 
sending a representative from Craw- 
ford County, to appear before the 
State Tax Commission, where they 
set the valuation of the different 
counties, was voted down by our 
supervisors; As a matter of fact the 
question was never voted upon by the 
Board. They did however informally 
discuss the question in the April, 1927 
session, but the matter was not placed 
before the Board to be voted, upon. 

The above mentioned statement also 
stated that the State Board raised 
Crawford county’s valuation from 
$8,000,000 as a former valuation as 
ayainst $3,234,006 this year, whereas 
the facts are that formerly Craw- 
ford county was valued at $3,300,000 
and this year they lowered the valua- 
tion for Crawford county to. $3,234,- 
000. Thereby reducing the valuation 
this year for Crawford county to the 
amount. of $66,000. 

Further more the State Tax 
levied against Crawford county in 
1927 was $10,049.66 and tuis year the 
State Tax levied against our county 
is $8,083.56 giving us a reduction of 
$1,966.10.0n our State Tax for 1928. 

As the Editor is informed that the 
above entitled article has caused the 
Board of Supervisors as a Board and 
as individual members, considerable 
criticism that was unwarranted, if 
he had only known the facts before 
the above mentioned article was 
printed and therefore Ye Editor states 
that before printing any other article 
criticising the proceedings of the 
Board he will first determine the 
real facts. 


The above is what the Supervisors 
say; at least the copy was brot to 
this office by one of their members 
who gave the inference that it was 
from that body. Whether or not 
their statement is intended as a 
criticism or is sent to us for informa- 
tion, it is most heartily welcome here. 
That is just exactly what we want, 
altha the last. part of their article 
might just as well have been omitted, 
for that idea is one of our policies 
in all cases, and not alone for the 
supervisors.. It is never our. inten- 
tion to embarrass or to slam either 
our public officials or any individuals. 
The acts of any public officials are 
entitled to be known by the public. 
If such officials have acted wisely 
and in good faith, “they should wor- 
ry”. If they may have been in-error, 
there’s nothing so very serious about 
that—just human nature, that’s all. 
That they must: meet ‘objection at 
times everyone will agree. These 
six men are managing a three million 
dollar corporation that belongs to the 
taxpayers, and vou may bet that we 
are interested.

“A DESIRE TO: IMPROVE ‘CRAW- 
FORD COUNTY’S RURAL 
SCHOOLS” 


Who will constitute a committee 
with your commissioner to realize the 
accomplishment of this purpose? 

1 am not finding fault with any- 
body. The teachers are showing an 
interest in our boys and girls: worthy 
of high commendation. “They are 
also accomplishing something as is 
proved by the increased number each 
year of our rural students that are 
attending high school and college. 
School officers and patrons too are 
in many instances proving. themselves 
to be deeply concerned in a higher 
intellectual . development of the 
species. 

But acknowledging this, if a busi- 
ness or professional man were to go 
with me to visit the schools of Craw- 
ford county you would admit that I 
have a reason for writing this article 
in behalf of our boys and girls. If 
anyone desires to challenge me on 
this proposition, ‘you will certainly 
be welcome: ‘to make the trip with 
me this coming spring. 

It is my opinion that the condition 
of our rural schools in’ many in- 
stances is just merely the result of 
habit. It was that way last year an@ 
so I think it will be this year and 
so on indefinitely. 

We got along with a very few 
books last year and so. why. spend 
our money for more. In many cases 
the library money is used for other 
purposes than for purchasing library 
books as the law requests. Text 
books are very rare in some schools 
and many of them are the same their 
parents used in the same school.
